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A Handlist of the Vyakarana Manuscripts 
in the Chandra Shum Shere Collection

INTRODUCTION 


The Chandra Shum Shere collection consists of over six thou- 
sand manuscripts, mainly in Sanskrit, which formed the library of an 
‘onymous Benares pandit. It was acquired and donated to the British 
Government, and thence to the Bodleian Library in 1909, as a gesture of 
goodwill by the Prime Minister of Nepal, Sir Chandra Shum Shere. 

The earliest known title list of the Chandra Shum Shere collec- 
tion is that by Asutosa Tarkatirtha, which arrived with the collection and 
Was accessioned by the Boldleian on Sth November 1909. 

The chief labourer on the collection was Mr. T. R. Gambier- 
Parry, who was given its charge when it arrived at the Bodleian Library 
in 1909, He physically sorted the manuscripts, reunited many fragments, 
E37" frit binding of the sepemeccions eran ip sanend seblost, 

numbered them, and gave the library's pencilled foliation to every leaf 
in the collection. The last task alone would have crushed a less dedi- 
sated worker. He went on to complete a card index giving the basic 
details of each manuscript, and copied all this information out in alpha- 
betical order of title as a handlist to the whole collection. 
t His notes on the fly-leaves of many manuscript bindings, giv- 
‘ng collations with editions and other textual information, testify to the

ally conquered him at the age of 52. Even today, in1994, Gambier. 
Parry's handlist remains the primary finding-aid for the collection as a 
whole. 

Gambier-Parry's work was checked and revised by Professor E, 
H. Johnston, Boden Professor of Sanskrit from 1937-1942, Professor V, 
Raghavan inspected and listed the collection during his famous manu- 
script search of 1954. Finally, Professor Pingree's labours on the Jyotisa 
manuscripts were brought to fruition with the publication of his descrip. 
tive catalogue of this part of the collection in 1984." 

In the present handlist of vyakarana manuscripts attention is 
drawn in particular to numbers 181, 182 and 209 which deserve study. 
The first, Rudrapandita's Padasarigraha, is a commentary on part of the 
sixth adkylys of the AsGdiytyt, apparently unknown from any other 
manuscript.’ Number 182 in this list, Paniniyavyakaranaprapaiicayrtti 
is also a new commentary on Astadhyayi, emanating from the court of 
King Pratiparudra (perhaps the 16th century Gajapati ruler of Orissa, at 
whose court other scholarly works are known to have been composed), 
although again it is partial. Finally, number 209, the 
Valyakwromasidahintativaviveks is a rere work by Vanamiélimisra, a 
direct pupil of Bhattoji Diksita,’ and author of the Matonmajjana com- 
mentary on his teacher's Vaiydkaranasiddhantakarika. Vanamili cites 
Panini, the Varttikakira, the Bhdsya, Kaiyata, and the Vakyapadiya, and 
counters the views of the naiyayikas and mimimsakas, This manuscript 
tells us that Vanaméli Miéra's father was MaheSvaramiéra, and that he 
lived in Kuruksetra. Amongst other rare or interesting works are num- 
bers 2, 3, 31, 32, 54, 67, 85, 109, 122, 123, 129, 180, 193, 198 and 230, 
and several others could be mentioned.

Astadhyayi, the Dhatupatha, Ganapatha and LifganuSdsana, are listed 
under 'Paniniya’. Narendra is given as the author of the Sdrasvata- 
sitrapatha although this is not certain. The title Sdrasvatiprakriya is 
adhered to, following the manuscripts, although Sdrasvata- has become 
common usage amongst modern writers. The form of the handlist has 
been influenced by the AACR2 manual,‘ with modifications, 

Unless otherwise stated, manuscripts are on paper, in the 
Devanagari script. There is a surprisingly high proportion of Telugu- 
script manuscripts. The leaf numbers are in all cases Gambier-Parry's 
pencilled library foliations. In the frequent cases where the sequence of 
a manuscript's leaves is disturbed, the leaves are given in the correct 
reading order (see e.g, number 68), References to other catalogues are 
made via references to Janert's Annotated bibliography of Catalogues.* 
detail. Alphabetical order is Roman throughout, The running numbers 
assigned to the manuscripts are specific to this handlist and its index 
only, and bear no relation to any library numbering. 

For any errors in this handlist I seek the reader's clemency and 
corrections will be well received. 

I hope that students and scholars of vyd@karana, that preemi- 
nently demanding astra, will find texts of interest in this collection at 
Oxford, and that Pt. Bhagavata will be pleased to know of the materials 
for the study of vydikarana that exist in Oxford.
